Our communications with each other are spit” 
communications, The spirit is the real man" 
The body is the shell, the tent, the tabernacle that 
he tarries in for a season It is neither corréetl 
nor logical to say, ‘‘man has an immortal spirit. Y? 
But rather say, man is a spirit—a spirit now, a! 
natural finite spirit vestured in mortality and cap"! 
able of almost infinite possibilities. Death is but 
a little eddy in the overflowing stream of life—ai 
friendly hand that, opening the icy door, guides 
us across the crystal river to the homes of the 
blest. Itis the golden key that, unlocking the 
entrance chamber to the soul, lets the flesh-et{:* 
chained prisoner out and up into the fairer fields 
of immortality. Death, in its time and turn, is 
beautiful ; ever remembering, however, that our 
‘deeds here, our generous self-sacrificing 
future paradises, beautify our 
musical, the far-away 
immortal clothing more 
and his angels 
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Tike our Bible, abound in the history of spiritual 
manifestations. Zoroaster and Socrates were 
- spiritual mediums. Thales, Zeno, Epimenides, 
- Cicero, with other of the philosophers and most 
brilliant orators of ancient Greece and Rome, were 
Spiritualists. Jesus, standing upon the very pin- 
nacle of Hebrew Spiritualism, conversed with 
Moses and Blias; and he chose his apostles, not 
because they were scholars or learned Rabbis, but 
Decause they were sensitives having mediumistic 
gifts. The early Christian fathers had visions, 
the gift of tongues, and like the disciples of Jesus 
fell into trances. Swedenborg for twenty-seven 
years held open communion with spirits and 
angels, George Fox, the Quaker, and the Wesleys 
were mediums. The Shakers of America, were 
Spiritualists from the first. The Fox sisters near 
Rochester, N. Y., neither invented nor created the 
“rappings.” They simply discovered them. They 
interpreted the language of those delicate tele- 
graphic tickings from the other side of the great 
‘divide. Otherwise, being by organization psychic 
sensitives they re-discovered one of the lost methods 
of-conversing with the dwellers in eternity. 
Spiritism, as Alfred R. Wallace wisely said, ‘‘is 
quite as well proven as are the facts in any of the 
other sciences.” That spirits in the body can 
converse with spirits out of the mortal body is 
new an absolutely demonstrated fact, and the fact 
is God's living witness of a future existence. But 
Spiritualism—mark the suffix al—while accepting 


‘the phenomena and encouraging them, mounts one 


step higher into the moral and spiritual realm, 
manifesting—manifesting in daily life the ‘“‘ frnit 
of the spirit,"—which the apostles described as 
“Jove, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, patience, faith, meekness, temperance ”—all, 
moral and spiritual qualities of the soul. Consider, 
remember that Spiritualism is a divine truth, that 


neither Popes, priests, bigots nor ignoramuses 
- ean destroy. Its allies are investigation, research, 


freethought, free speech and a free press. Every 
enlightened country to-day has its mediums, 
seances, lectures, weekly journals, monthlies, and 
quarterlies ; and it is honey-combing the churches 
with the gospel of the living Christ, and angel 
ministries. 

Though Spiritualists acknowledge no one infal- 
lible leader ; though they have no fixed confession 


- of faith; though they are chained to no church- 


encrusted creed; they generally teach the Father-

No matter what name 
is signed to the spirit communication—exercise 
your own reason, rely upon your own calm judg. 
ment, “try the spirits!" Another abuse is these 
promiscuous seances in ill-ventilated rooms, and 
still another is the calling upon spirits to locate 
gold mines, trace criminals, find Captain Kidd's 
buried treasures and forecast matrimonial adven. 
tures—all of which are worldly, selfish, unspirit- 
ual and utterly unworthy the candid seeker after 
heavenly truths and teachings. It is the frivolous 
and vicious conduct of this kind that opens the 
door to the denizens, the earth-bound denizens of 
,the lower spheres, resulting in obsessions and 
deceiving communications. It is unwise to trifle 
with Spiritualism, hypnotism, or any of the finer 
invisible forces surrounding us. 

While there are thousands and tens of thous 

ands of trustworthy royal-souled mediums—mes- 
sage-bearers bringing tidings from our loved ones 
in the higher spheres—there are, sad to say, pre: 
tenders, imposters and travelling frauds who leave 
an unsavory slime in their crooked winding tracks, 
I am speaking especially of America where, in 
many cities and lesser localities Spiritualism is 
decidedly popular, these impostors are promptly 
exposed, and generally, as it should be, by Spirit- 
ualist themselves. It was well that Judas went to 
his own place. The abuse, however, implies the 
use ; the wrong implies the right, and the false 
implies the true; just as counterfeit coins indicate 
the genuine. 

Spiritualism is of God and has come in the 
culture and very blaze of this nineteenth century 
to stay. In the year 2000, or before, embracing 
and encompassing the good of all phenomena, the 
good of all sciences, and of all philosophies, Spir- 
itnalism will be the acknowledged religion of the 
world. Already it has inspired the grandest 
reforms of the age, such as the emancipation of 
4,000,000 of slaves by President Lincoln, the com- 
parative freedom of millions of Russian serfs by 
Alexander the Second, and the construction of that 
magnificent University in America by Senator 
Stanford. 

Further, it has given us a new geography of the 
heavens and the hells, assuring us that mortals 
enter the future world with as absolutely substan- 
tial bodies as we have here, only more refined and — 
etherialized.

Was it chance or accident which led to the dis- 
covery of the printing press, making it possible tp 
diffuse knowledge among the masses?’ Was it 
accident which led to the discovery of steam as a 
motor power, dotting old ocean with mighty pal- 
aces and mingling all nations as one? Has there 
not been one succession of evolution, from the dug- 
out evolved from the brain of primative man, and 
fashioned from the tree of the forest by fire and 
the stone hatchet to enable him to float upon the 
water to more easily capture his daily supplies of 
food?

Let us retrospect—we find man to-day an intel- 
ligent being, endowed with powers capable of 
searching out and analyzing the secrets of nature. 

Her vast store houses which for ages have been 
a sealed mystery which no man could know, for 
has it not been thus declared from the pulpit? 

But time passes, and lo! the key is found, and 
one by one these mighty secrets are being revealed 
to the gaze of man, and every one is to benefit and 
uplift humanity.

A Prophetic Dream. 


The following circumstantial story 
has been quoted by Il Vessilla Spiritisto 
from a book on Pathology by Dr. 
Catalani, a distinguished physician of 
Fermo : 


On March 25th, 1825, Countess 
Vinci, related to her friend, Countess 
Montani, a dream which she bad had 
onthe previous night. A murderer 
had pounced upon her during ber 
sleep, and, seizing her by the hair, 
had plunged a dagger in her throat. 
Sheonly caught sight of the assailant, 
but was enabled to identify him as a 
valet de chambre who had been serving 
her for years with much faithfulness 
and devotion. 

No importance was attached to this 
occurrence until six months after- 
wards, when, on September 25th, the 
papers related the murder of Countess 
Vinci by an unknown assassin. 
Countess Montani applied at once to 
Dr. Catalani and told him the story 
of the dream. The doctor communi- 
cated with the police, who proceeded 
to arrest the valet de chambre. The 
latter had remained in his situation 
as if nothing had happened, but a 
large quantity of jewels which had 
disappeared from his mistress’s safe 
on the night of her tragic death were 
found in his lodgings. He collapsed 
under the weight of the evidence and 
made a full confession of his crime, 
admitting that he had been contem- 
plating it for three years. He was 
sentenced to death. and executed on 
February 25th, 1826.
